Selectman Ba Cue Mentay Monday 
night charged that dog officer 
Joseph Balestrieri has made a 
Practice of destroying impounded 
dogs in Wilmington without 
making much effort to locate the 
owners. 

Cain told fellow board members 
that after going through pound 
records he discovered that, of 88 
dogs in the pound, all were kept the 
maximum 10 days. Of those, only 
four were returned or given away 
after that period. It appears that 84 


Part of the problem is that the 
county provides a three dollar a day 
per dog incentive to keep the 


animals the maximum amount of 
time. This, said Cain, provides an 
income for the dog officer, in 
addition to an approximate $5,500 
salary provided by the town. 
"There's really no incentive for 
the dog officer to return the dogs to

situation should be looked into 
“immediately.” Dan Ballou, who 
found the’ statistics “alarming,” 
expressed concern that “any healthy 
‘dog is destroyed.” 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
said that in looking into recent 
complaints and reviewing the 
possible relocation of the pound, he 
found the facility is clean and meets 


“minimum standards.” Also, the 
number of dogs being sent to the 
Lowell Humane Society to be 
destroyed has gone from nine to 


zero this last month, according to “=m 


information turned over to him by 
Balestrieri. Now, he added, he 
plans to address the “real issues” of 
length of time dogs are kept on the 
premises and returning dogs to 
owners. 

Selecumen directed Stapezynski to 
prepare a report on his findings and 
to ask the dog officer to be present 
at the January 13 meeting. Cain also

Women seek better care 
for dogs in town pound 


The job offers low pay and the 
opportunity to deal with some 
unpleasant situations. The dog 
officer is, to use a cliche, the man 
who everybody loves to hate. It 
simply goes with the job. 

Joe Balestrieri has held the job of 
dog officer in Wilmington for 17 

years. He runs a taxi service from 
his be home on Railroad Avenue, and 
has been able to split his time 


meeting for a full-time position. It 
became sort of a ritual. The town 
meeting would always vote no. 

In addition to salary and expenses 
from the town, the dog officer is 
also paid by the county for each dog 
taken to the pound. 

In this year's annual town 
meeting, one man said that he 
would go along with having the 
position made full-time, if he could 
reach the dog catcher when he 
called. Balestrieri often has an 
answering machine on his phone. 

Recently Balestrieri has come 
under fire from two women who 
feel that he has been inhumane in 
his treatment of animals, 

Joan Sheehan and Mary Tedesco 
visited the dog pound in July, along 
with a veterinary technician. They 
charge that the pound was filthy, 
and that there were sick dogs, in 
need of veterinary care. Also, they 
said, the dogs were all silent, which 
they thought was an indication of 
fear. The technician removed one 
puppy from the pound and took it 
to a Stoneham veterinary hospital. 
The veterinarian determined that 
the pup was so ill that it could not 
be saved. As he prepared an 
injection to euthanize the puppy, it 
died. 


Mrs. Tedesco wrotesa letter to the 
Town Crier, telling of her 
experience. Balestrieri wrote a let- 
ter in reply, denying that he mal- 
treated animals. 

During the summer, Mrs. Tedes- 
co began feeding a stray dog which 
some former neighbors had left 


behind. She put a collar on it with 
her name and phone number. 

Then one day, it disappeared. She 
called Balestrieri, who said he did 
not have the dog, Mrs. Tedesco 
claimed. Later she went to the dog 
pound, and asked Balestrieri about 
the dog. Mrs. Tedesco said that 
Balestrieri refused to release the 
dog to her unless she promised to 
write a letter to him denying what 


Crier. She agreed, just w get the 
dog. She was able to find the dog a 
good home in another com- 
munity, and it has been neutered. 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Tedesco and 
Mrs. Sheehan had been in contact 
with the Animal Rescue League 
(ARL). Based on the incident with 
the puppy, and what the women had 
said, the ARL sought a complaint 
against Balestrieri in court, 
charging him with cruelty to 
animals. A hearing date was set in 
late October. 

Shortly before the court hearing, 
Mrs. Tedesco reported that she re- 
ceived a call from Balestrieri, 
demanding that letter, She charges. 
that he threatened to include her in 
court action he would be taking 
against "that woman” (Mrs. Shee- 
han) unless she produced the letter. 

Instead, she wrote a letter to the 
town manager. 

The ARL request for a complaint 
against Balestrieri was denied in 
Woburn District Court, a decision 
which is now under appeal. 

Mrs. Tedesco and Mrs. Sheehan 
have continued to press for better 
treatment for dogs in the pound. It 
was their efforts which led 
Selectman Bob Cain to visit the 
town treasurer's office, to inspect 
the forms which the dog catcher 
must submit for each dog. Most of 
the forms carry virtually no 
description of the dog, but simply 
the term "mong." The forms show 
that there have been 88 dogs kept at 
the pound this year, up through 
October. All but four were killed 
or turned over to the Lowell 
Humane Society. The forms for

November have not yet been filed. 

Mrs. Sheehan and Mrs. Tedesco 
have sought to have Balestrieri post 
descriptions of the dogs being held, 
which must be done under law. An 
offer by the Town Crier to publish 
the list of dogs has been ignored. 

The town manager is now 
requiring Balestrieri to post and 
publish such a list, with accursie 
descriptions. Al:

The Wilmington School Com- 

mittee last Wednesday voted 

undhimously to reinstate the code 

of ethics in the committee's policy 
book. 


The code, which governs the 
behavior and actions of elected 
committee officials, was omitted 
from the book:this year due to 
clerical error, said Chairman Tony 
Accardi. It is common practice, he 
added, for the committee to turn 
the policy book in to the central 
office each year. And this year, 
someone neglected to put the code 
back in the book. 

The error was brought to the 
board's attention by its newest 
member, Mitchell Spiris, who had 
sought to include a discussion of the 
code on the commitice's agenda. 

Members on Wednesday had a 
choice of reinstating the original 
internal code or one from the 
Massachusetts Association of 
School Committees. They felt more 
comfortable with their own code. 

They also agreed on two 
amendments suggested by Spiris. 
One addition brought out that all 
members, who part of a team, 
should abide by, carry out, and 
Support all committee decisions 
once they are made. 

A second paragraph was added 
which provides that members 
should “uphold the intent of 
executive sessions and respect the 
privileged communications that 
exist in executive sessions 
m tly 
prompted’ the ira gt on the 
code when she revealed contents of 
an executive session before the 
minutes were publicly released, 
said she had no quarrel with the 
amendments as long as they weren't 
in conflict with the Open Meeting 
Law.

‘Woburn's ‘Lost Colony’ 


“ Problems for Dundee 


| Woburn, like Wilmington, has its 
“lost colony.” The title “lost 
‘ colony” was given, about 25 years 
+ ago, bythe Town-Crier, to the 
section of Wilmington which can 
» Only be reached by going through 
the town of Notth Reading. That 
title is now being given, too, to a 
‘section of Woburn which can only 
be approached through Wilming- 
wn. 
The Woburn Times, in thé last 
week, has written extensively of the 
| problems of its "lost colony.” The 
Proper name is Dundee Park I and 


| Dundee Park II. The two 50-acre 


parcels, adjacent to Wilmington, 
are owned by'the Dundee Park 


| Properties of Andover. 


The Woburn Planning Board, last 
week, approved subdivision plans 


‘ for Dundee Park I and Dundee 


Park II, to allow the construction of 
a road into the area. The parks will 
house office and/or industrial 
buildings, depending on the market 


» for the next few years: 


James Winniger, Dundee Park 
Properties official, told the 
Woburn Planning Board that the 
Proposed read is to run from New 
Boston Street southeasterly, to a 
Cul-de-sac. New Boston Street is the 
southerly extension of Woburn 
Street in Wilmington. 

Responsibility for police and fire 
protection belongs to Woburn. But, 
under the mutual aid agreements, 
Wilmington police, fire and 

lance have agreed to respond 
to an emergency, as they are likely 
to get to the scene first. The former 
New Boston Street bridge, over the 
Boston & Maine Railroad was torn 
down in 1978, after having been 
condemned by the state, leaving no 
connection for the area with 
Woburn. 

The Wobum police chief says it 
would take 20 minutes for a 
Woburn police cruiser to get to the 
area, going via Main Street, Eames 
Suet and Woburn Steet. 

Wilmington Police Chief Bobby 
‘Stewart says the crime rate there is 
no higher than in other industrial 
areas. Wilmington's police patrols, 
he says, “are. stretched pretty thin” 
because of the rapid growth of 
industry. 

Wilmington police cruisers are in 
the area once or twice every night, 
he says, 

Sevetdl buildifigs which are off 
New Boston Street have been in 
existence for over half a century, 
and used to be a part of the "cat 
food” place. In the late 1920s a 
canned cat food factory, using fish 
scraps as material, was established 
on Eames Street, near the railroad 
crossing. The odors caused 
neighbors to agitate, and the fac- 


» tories were moved southerly, just 
© over the city line, into Woburn. 


In an agreement with the then 
Wilmington Water Department, the 
cat food plant supplied the Browns 
Crossing pumping station with new 


diesel pumps, and the water 


+ department extended water mains 
| down Woburn Street, to the cat 
+ food plant. It was a good agreement 
' for both parties, but today the 


Wilmington Water Department 
does not agree to service out-of- 
town places, except under some 


4 very special conditions. 


The water department, about two 


. years ago, did agree to allow a wo 


inch water main to be connected to 
a new building in Dundee Park, for 


‘ fire protection purposes. There was 
{ alimited time for the water main to 


be replaced, in the agreement, as 


{ Dundee expected to put in a water 


main from the Woburn Water 
Departmeat.

Soil contamination, the so-called 
Industri-Plex.}28, stopped all hope 
of getting a water main from 
Woburn. A large area, with a 
history of contamination going 
back over the years, has been shut 
off by the (US) Environmental 
Protection agency (EPA). As a 
result no water main can be laid 
from Woburn until there is a 
change in conditions. 

The Dundee Park owners a few 
months ago asked the Wilmington 
Water Department for further 
service in the water main to their 
Property. The water commis- 
sioners granted six months, but 
with no new water extensions. 

The water commissioners do not 
want to have to service areas which 
are not legally under town conuol. 

Meanwhile Dundee Park Proper- 
ties, officials are hoping for a 
reconstruction of the New Boston 
Sueet bridge,The Dundee Park 
‘owners want to be Certain of roads 
and utilities into the area. 

‘A new bridge is to be built by the 
state D.P.W. but the date is 
uncertain. The design phase, for the 
new bridge, has been underway for 
a couple of months. That phase is 
estimated to take two years. 
Construction could, if approved, 
take another year. 

Funding for construction “of the 
bridge has been secured from the 
Federal Highway Administration 
trust fund.The fund is to reimburse 
the state for 80 percent of the 
construction costs, which will 
approximate $1 million. 


Opposition 

There has been opposition from 
Wilmington sources over the 
construction of a new bridge, 
which in Wilmington is termed the 
"Woburn Street Bridge.” 
Wilmington selecumen, a few years 
ago, voted against the bridge 
because of fear that traffic through 
residential areas of Woburn Sueet 
would increase. 

Representative Miceli put a halt to 
any progress on the bridge. The 
neighborhood problems, plus the 
delay in Route 129 improvements 
promised “utter havoc” said Miceli, 
if the bridge was opened.

Two years ago, Miceli says, the 
state DPW, Wilmington selectmen, 
he and Woburn's representatives 
worked out an agreement. 

The Route 129 improvements 
should ease the traffic problem, and 
Wilmington officials were said to 
have resigned themselves to seeing 
the bridge built, as long as it did not 
open before the Route 129 
improvements were completed. A 
part of the improvements will 
relocate a part of West Street, 
which connects with Wilmington's 
industrial park (Industrial Way). 

Miceli has said that 2 part of the 
Woburn Street bridge traffic will 
cut through Industrial Way and 
bypass the residential area. Miceli 
has reported that the state DPW

expects to solicit bids for the 
Woburn Street bridge in 1986. 
Construction should be completed 
by the beginning of 1988 

Miceli told the Woburn Times 
that he personally is opposed to 
Dundee Park going forward before 
the bridge is built. He furtHer said 
that Wilmington officials have an 
agreement with the developer to 
divert traffic through Wilming- 
ton’s industrial park (Industrial 
Way) even if the Route 129 
connector road is not yet 
completed. 

Representative Paleologos of 
Woburn told the Times that the 
ultimate soultion to the problem is 
not just the bridge, or the Route 
129 improvements. He said that 
several means of access and egress 
to the area are needed. 

This includes, he said, a new 
connector to Route 93 between 
Route 129 and Route 128 (now 
being termed Route 95). The new 
connector will have to tie into 
Commerce: Way in Woburn 

Dundee Park officials have said 
they would like to build a road that 
connects their project to Commerce 
Way. That, however, would mean 
building on some of the 
Industri-Plex land, an event that 
cannot take place until the EPA 
decides how to clean up and protect 
the Superfund site.

Time for Tewksbury to change charter 


The Town of Reading is at this time considering the report of the Reading 
Charter Commission. That commission has recommended that Reading adopt 
the town manager form of government. z 

Reading has had a representative form of town government for something 
over a-dozen years. 

The draft of the charter is formidable. It takes up 38 typed pages. It was slated 
for a public discussion during the evening of December 10. 

‘The Reading newspaper, the Times Chronicle, is a paper which deals in a kind 
of gentle manner with problems of the town. 

Fifteen years ago it commissioned a local artist, Fred Peters, to portray the 
local government as a many headed monster, a Hydra. Over the years Peters has 
done so, very well. 

There are those who suggest that the Town Crier so portray the government 
of Tewksbury. It is a tempting suggestion. It is not entirely fair. 

True, Tewksbury is a many headed government. But the reasons for change 
in TewKsbury are not the same as they are in Reading. 

Reading is a "tight" community. Tewksbury is a community with wide open 
spaces. Many new homes have been built over the years. Many new 
condominiums are being constructed. It is a process which will continue, it 
seems. i? 

As a result, over 90 percent of the residents of voting age, in Tewksbury have 
no understanding of the New England form of town meeting. Many are afraid 
to take part in one. The result. is town meetings which can be easily "stacked." 

It is easy to hire five buses, and take voters for a special purpose. They will 
stay just long enough to achieve their purpose, and then leave. That has 
happened. 

Tewksbury has a "let George do it" kind of government. The town meeting 
has a zero person quorom and many times it operates with less than 100 voters, 
many of whom are town employees. 

Recently the voters of the town "failed" to "override" Proposition 2 1/2, with 
respect to some school and other bonding. There are those who now angrily 
preach to the voters, to show them the error of their ways. 

The necessity for the override was paramount. The selectmen and the finance 
committee had worked carefully, to provide a suitable vehicle for the override. 
They sought to provide Tewksbury with a bare minimum of necessary finances. 
Many of those who voted against did so, it-can be believed, out of ignorance. 

It is difficult to explain the pertinent points of town government to people 
who have grown up elsewhere. Many thousands did not vote, and this with no

malice. 

* Provide a decent organization for the town government, in which these 
people can take part, and they will gladly do so. The town meeting, to these 
people, is something they cannot understand. 

A town manager form of government; or a city-mayor type of government 
could be proposed, for the Town of Tewksbury. Quite probably the town 
manager form would better serve the community and its inhabitants. 

Possibly neither of these are the ultimate form of government for 
Tewksbury, But one thing is certain. a 

It is time for change in the way the town is governed and time for serious 
thought about what that change will be. 


Dear Larz: 

As a Hillside Way resident, I 
would like to amplify several 
concerns previously raised with 
régard to the proposed nursing 
facility across the street from my 
home. Several of these issues are 
primarily local concerns but at least 
one should make all Wilmington 
residents sit up and take notice. 

Traffic is a local concern. 
Chestnut Street, the only 
Wilmington access to the proposed 
Hillside Way facility, is surely the 
most curved and narrow roadway 
in the town and already carries 
excessive traffic due to its use as a 
shortcut to bypass congestion at the 
inter section of routes 38 and 62. 
Since this waffic is “passing 
through" and intended to save time, 
vehicle speed is often excessive as 
attested to by several conspicious 
speed traps along Chestnut Street 
and Butters Row. Chestnut Street, 
Butters Row and Hillside Way have 
no sidewalks and are constantly 
used by pedestrians, joggers, 
children on bicycles and horseback 


riders - probably there are more 
horses on Chestnut than on any 
other street in the city. 

Water pressure is also a local 
concern. Local residents experi- 
ence constantly low water pressure 
on the uphill end of Hillside Way. 
Water flow stops completely for 
hours at a time during periods of 
higher water use in the summer. 
The water commissioners should 
verify these statements. This 
constantly low pressure and 
occasional loss of water flow also 
affects fire hydrants and can be 
expected to seriously impair the 
fire department's ability to fight a 
fire - surely a potential disaster 
where over 100 elderly, perhaps 
bedridden, individuals are 
concerned. 

The last and perhaps most 
important issue involves the 
proposed disposal of waste water. 
At a recent presentation, nursing 
home representatives declared that 
since there was no access to a sewer 
line, fluid wastes were to be 
discharged into septic tanks and a

drainage field. They estimated that 
the daily volume of such fluids 
would be 100 gallons per bed or 
some 12,000 gallons for the éntire 
facility. The representatives claim 
that the soil passed a "perk test.” 
The perk test simply indicates that 
small volumes of water drain away 
from a hole dug in the ground. 

The proposed site rests on a hill 
above Hillside Way and Chestnut 
Sueet. Since this hill is 
predominantly a rocky ledge, 
natural seepage flows from this 
area over Chestnut Street 
expecially after heavy rains. 
Anyone familiar with home septic 
systems knows how easy it is to 
overload them and how poorly they 
function when the surrounding soil 
becomes wet. It is reasonable to 
assume that a delivery rate of 
12,000 gallons of sewerage per day 
will soon saturate the thin layer of 
topsoil, creep down th eledge and 
flow across Chestnut Street or into 
adjacent streams as presently 
occurs during heavy rains. 

It is at this point that the problem 


becomes of general interest to all 
Wilmington residents rather than a 
local issue only. Water flowing 
across Chestnut Street or into local 
Streams enters the edge of the 
Butters Row wellfield - the main 
source of drinking water for the 
town. 

While I appreciate that the 
Butters Row welifield is equipped 
with a modern detoxification 
system, I see no reason to jeopar- 
dize our drinking water with 
biologic waste and who - knows - 
what else might be poured down the 
drain of a large nursing home. 
Interesting, trichloroethylene 
(TCE), the hazardous chemical 
contaminant sometimes found in 
well water, is used as a cleaner for 
kitchen drains and septic systems. 

Wilmington, indeed, needs a 
nursing home, but facilities of this 
size should be built near major 
roads and sewer lines in order to 
protect the citizens of this town 
from the local hazards of waffic 
accidents and the general danger of 
contaminated drinking water.

Due to an urgent need for funds 
to repair the Shawsheen Tech roof 
and buy heating and more modern - 
shop equipment, the Tech School 
Committee anticipates approval of 
an $1.5 million bond issue some- 
time in January. 

As it stands now, $800,000 will 
be used for heating equipmentand 
roof repair while $700,000 is slated 
for the purchase of new equipment. 
The roof costs are reimbursable at 
the end of the five year length of 
the bond. 

ives of the school met 
with the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen Monday night to explain 
how Wilmington will be affected 
by this action and to answer any 


questions members might-have. 

According to “a conservative 
estimate," Wilmington's _share 
would be as follows: $51,228 first 
year, $47,666 second year, $44,103 
third year, $40,540 fourth year, 
and $36,978 fifth year. Financial 
consultant. Charles Lyons told 
Selectmen that if they feel the 
request for a bond issue is 
unjustified, they have the option of 
calling a special town meeting 
within 30 days of the bond issue 
vote to halt the action. .

Tewksbury Acting Fire Chief 
James Morris was at the scene of a 
near tragedy’ early last Tuesday 
morning and took quick steps to 
avert it. Morris evacuated the pool 
area of the Northmeadow Tennis 
and Health Club on Carter Street 
shortly after 8:30 a.m. Tuesday 
when he smelled what tumed out to 
be fumes created by a chemical 
reaction between what firefighters 
believe was chlorine and muriatic 
acid. 

Fire Captain Donald Greer said 
late Tuesday afternoon that the 
incident happened when a 
maintenance worker at the indoor 
pool either mixed the chemicals in 
the wrong proportions or mixed 
them improperly. Fumes from the 
reaction of the two agents filled the 
pool service room where the man 
had been “working with the door 
shut,” he said. 

The fumes did filter out into the 
pool area, Greer said, Normally, 
indoor pools retain a slight hint of 
chlorine odor, he said, but that 
odor was a “little stronger than 
normal” following the reaction. 

Greer said Acting Chief Morris 
was at the club for his early 
morning swim and moved several 
other early morning swimmers out 
of the pool area before going back 
to locate the source of the odor. 
Firefighters Xod- smbadance 
personnel arrived on the scene at 
8:38 a.m.

It has taken a lot of hard work, 
dedication, and perserverence, but 
in the span Of just two years, coach 
Bob Pike of the Austin Prep 
football team has transformed the 
Cougar squad from a perennial 
cellar-dweller in the Catholic 
Conference into a legitimate 
Division IV powerhouse. 

As Austin wrapped up its season 
with a win over Greater Lawrence 
on Thanksgiving Eve, the Cougar 
gridders found themselves with a 
7-3 record, while producing the 
school's first winning football 
record in 13 years.

New micro-surgical techniques performed 


at New England Memorial by local surgeon 


A plastic surgeon at New 
England Memorial Hospital has 
introduced a new micropigmen- 
tation technique which is a 
substitute for cosmetic eyelin- 
ing. The procedure, performed 
by Dr. G.S. Kohli, is a skin 
pigmentation process (similar 
to a tattoo) which implants col- 
oration to the eyelash line. 

Once done, the coloration is 


permanent and takes.the place 
of daily peer ae ‘of liquid 
eyeliner or pencil. According to 
Kohli, the best use of this tech- 
nique is for women who are 
allergic to makeup or who wear 
contact lenses and suffer from 
corneal abrasion (caused by 
gritty makeup getting between 
the contacts and the surface of 
the eye).

Dr. Kohli says he uses special- 
ly designed Mimicroaurgical 
equipment to perform the pro- 
cedure which takes about 30 
minutes and is done on an out- 
patient basis using local anes- 
thesia. 


He specializes in plastic 
reconstruction of facial and 
other physical defects caused by 
trauma (injury), congenital 
deformity, cancer or disease. 

Some of Kohli’s caseload in- 
cludes: facelifts, rhinoplasty 
(reconstruction of the nose) and 


also experienced in the remova! 
of unwanted tattoos and scar 
repair which is the art of mak- 
ing scar tissue less conspicuous. 

Almost half of Kobli’s work is 
devoted to hand surgery, “the 
most, common an inju- 
ry,” he says, “complex to begin 
with and delicate to perform.” 

Another part of Kobli’s prac- 
tice is breast reconstruction, 
which, ‘on the case, 
can involve breast size reduc- 
tion or enhancement via im- 
plant. He is also qualified to do 
suction lipectomy — removal of 
fat from such areas as thighs 
and buttocks. 

Although almost everything a 
plastic surgeon does is 
reconstructive, i.e., resi 
natural pliysical shapes and 
function, some of it is cosmetic. 
Both types usually involve the 
patient’s psychological wellbe- 


“No ethical plastic surgeon 
will alter somebody's face to 
satisfy the patient's fantasies,” 
says Dr. Kohli, “but patient ex- 
pectations must always be 
dealth with carefully. Expecta- 
tions — like physical defor- 
mities — can affect 


Dr. Kohli studied medicine at 
the University of Glasgow in 
Scotland and did his residency 
training at Boston University 
Hospital from 1975 to 1981. 

Kohli has offices in Melrose 
and Winchester and lives in 
Lynnfield with his wife and 
three children
